disconrage uuprincipled advénturers
f*om starting new undi rtukings of the
same dishonest kind, nor to diminish
the numbers of gullible victims., The
highwaymen, who made it a business,
in former times, to rob the mail, madi
small profits by their most suceessful
feats, coinpared with those of the
rogues and robbers of our Gwu days;
who use the facilities of the mail td
fleece the unwary and unsuspeeting al
over the country. A northern eotem-
porary devotes several columng to 4
full exposure of the wvarivus frauds
i earried on through advertisements and
through the mails, of gift euterprises,
bogus jewelry, lottery and employmitut
ageuncics, the charitable switidlers, con:

The Death of Ashby,

Searcely had he ordered his bagzage
train to proceed before the enemy open-
ed fire upon his camp. With bat tw»
companies of his old cavalry he pre-
pared to meet them ; seeing this they
immediately withdrew. The command
was then moved slowly through Har-
risonburg, and drawn up three hundred
yards from the opposite end. Soon a
regiment of “blue coats” eame charg-
ing through town, around the bend, in
full sight of Ashby's men, who stood
upon their trained chargers as if fixed
to the ground. When within a very
short distance, they commeneced to
slacken their epeed, only giving vs time.
to tender the salute due them. Spon
their ranks were broken and in confu-
sion they fleed through the streets.

Never before had I heard our noble
(renctal utter such a shout. It was
not one eaused by vietory over a brave
foe, after hard contested fight, but on-
ly seemed designed to shume an igno-
minious baud for running before they
were hiust. We had begun to entertain
a high opinion of this body of cavalry.
Upon one instance it flanked and
charged upon = battery, which was lelt
without support—a most daring {fea
for them. (llere Gen. Ashby stood by
the guns, fired every load from his
three pistols, and  broaght everything
away safcly.) Soon we were moving
along the road to Port Republie, the
enemy pressing closely.  Ashby’s eagle
eye was upon them, as if watehing for
an excuse to give them battle. An ex-
cuse, and even the necessity for a fight
soon became evident. The road was
very bad, the train moved slowly, and
the main body of the enemy's eavalry
was only a wile from its rear, They
gave us mo time (o prepare to mect
them. A-hby had but begun to furm
his men, before three regiments with
colors and music rare, cmerzed from a
woods three fourths of a mile distant.
Bearing to our right they charged, pre-
senting a beautiful sight Ashby could
contain  himself wno longer. Gently
drawiog lis sabre, and waving it around
his head, his elear, sounding voice rang
ont his only eommand—*“ForrLow ME.”
The dash was simultaneous. Fences
were cleaved, which at any other time
wonld have been thought impossible,
The enemy came to a halt.  It,was but
for a wmoment. As they heard the
strange whiz of the sabre around their
heads they broke and ran.  The work
of slanghter had commenced, For
every step Ashby, followed closely by
his men, cut them down, or sent them
to the rear. For two miles and a half
the chase continued, and the scene be-
came more bloody. Never before did
our General or his men use their sa.
bres to such an extent.

None but those who have witnessed
a similar scene can imagine the speeta-
cle. Enraged by deeds too horrible to
mention—led by a General whose press
ence exerted a mystic influence over
every heart—the bravery of the men
knew no limit, and seldom was a sum-
mons to surrender heard. The seatter-
ed fragments of the three regiments
hid themselves behind their column of
infantry three miles beyond the point
of attack, and the pursvit ended not
until this infantry opened fire. Here
Ashby drew up his men and remained
beneath their fire and waited for reiu-
forcements from Jackson. In thisfight,
Major Green, of the sixth Virginia ca-
valry, was slightly wounded, also anoth-
er, name unknows. We took forty-
{our prisoners, among them the colonel
commandiog the brigade of cavalry —
The infantry having arrived, Generals
Ashby, Ewcll and Stewart, (of Mary-
land,) led them to the fizht. Hlere
Ashby’s gallantry could nst have been
excelled. Having led the first Mary-
land regiment in a enarge Which sei]
the enemy flying from that quarter, he
fought the fifty-cighth Virginia, and.
still between the two fires, he ordered
the charge. His horse fell dead. He
rose, beckoned to the men, and whilst
in the very act, a ball entered low in
his left side, came out nvear the right
breest, and shattered his right wrist.
He fell—he died. Not even a groan
or a sigh was uttered by the dying hero.
Iie was brave whilst liviag, but biraver
in dying. The men were not diseour-
aged, but passed on, and soon the vie-
tory was ours. Night closed the fight-
ing. The noble Askby fell between
six or seven in the evening. The news
went like a flash through our lines.—
Every heart was wounded. The aged,
the young, and the hard hearted wept.
Nature wade deeper the gloowm; sud
soon the darknpess of the night made
still darker the regions of the mind.—
He was buried in the Unpiverzity Cem-
etery, near Charluttesville, but his body
was afterwards removed to Winchester.

served to draw from the pockets of
thousands, in the South especiully,
large amounts of mouney for tickets
which, so far, have never been account-
ed for to the satisfaction of the peoply
or the ticket-holders. The people of
our city, also, will not goon forget the
manner in which a sisgle individusl
successfully got off here a eclieme of
$30,000 ¢n a pinchback stock of pes-
haps 6,000 or $7,000, on the pretence
of giving §5.000 to the Assoeiation
for the Improvement of the Condition
of the P’oor of Baltimore. but £1,000
of which tlic association ever got, and
eventually found itself 84,000 short in
the season’s collections by reasor of
the falsc expectations which had been
raised. .
Qune of the bogus lottery coutiivazi-
ces, referred to by our Northern co-
temporaries, is a circular from profes-
sed lottery agents, veatly lithographed
in fuc sumile of a good business hand,

that their previous failure to forward
the price of ti.e ticket shall not pre-
vent them from receiving the meney or
such other prize as it way be. ‘These
circulars, or similar ouncs, are duted
from all parts of the conntry, showir
that this mode of deception has become
geueral and thriving, There are many
schemes of a smaller sort, in which the
plan is to number cach article in an
imaginary stock of articles which the
swindlers profess to have, sach as
plated ware, watches, sewing machinos;
jewelry. &e., valued at various sums,
from §10 to £200, muny ciroulars and
tickets for which have been reecived
from time to time in Bultiwore, "the
nimes of persons to whom they were
addressed having been obtuined, it is
presumed, from the Diretory. Anoth-
er plan of swindlers is to notify rper~
sons in distant places that the writers
have received valuablearticl s fur thein,
which will be forwarded by prying=
certain amount of charges. Oue other
means adopted by the rogues to obtain
names and addresses in differcnt pur's
of the country is the sending of biank
foruss to the post-masters of the little
towns and villages of every State, re-
quesiing them to fill the same with the
pames of tradesmen, manufacturers,
clerks, professional mea, farmers and
public officers, the pretext employed
to cover the objeet being that the pars
ty sending the bLlank is Ct)._f..:ug__'ed i_n
compiling a gazeteer and business di-
rectory of the States, and the induces
ments to send names being a copy of
the work when finished.
